A council committee agreed 
yesterday to have staff look at 
putting money toward the smart- 
card initiative in the 2012 budg¬ 
et. 

“It will come to budget,” said 


Coun. Ben Henderson. “Hope¬ 
fully, we will move it forward 
from there.” 

Mayor Stephen Mandel said 
the plan would have a number 
of effects. It could charge riders 


for the length of their trip, as 
opposed to other statuses, pro¬ 
vide ETS with better, more accu¬ 
rate real-time data and reduce 
fare evasion. 

Earlier this year, the cost was 


estimated at $26 million over 
four years. 

Henderson said the system 
would pay itself back over eight 
or nine years through savings in 
other areas.

O Graffiti can lead to further crime, say experts in town for a symposium 
O Two-day TAGS conference offers insights on prevention, enforcement

Graffiti could only be the 
beginning of a long crimi¬ 
nal career, say experts, 
which is why the number 
of young people involved 
needs to be reduced. 

Edmonton is host to 
this year’s TAGS: The Anti 
Graffiti Symposium, 
which started yesterday. It 
has brought experts from 
across Canada and around 
the world. 


“The writing is on the 
wall,” said deputy police 
chief Neil Dubord. 

“It is no secret graffiti 
is a problem experienced 
by cities everywhere.” 

Sgt. Val Spicer, one of 
the ke 5 mote speakers and 
an officer with the Van¬ 
couver Police Depart¬ 
ment, which initiated 
TAGS in 2005, said there 
is a need to understand 
the link between graffiti 
as a minor crime that 
leads to more serious of¬ 
fences. 

Those offences include 


increased gang activity, as 
well as crime and disorder 
in general, said Dubord. 

According to Dubord, 
the areas hardest hit by 
graffiti in Edmonton are 
Wh54e Avenue, Jasper Av¬ 
enue and 124 Street. 

In Edmonton, the Graf¬ 
fiti Management Program 
launched in 2008, and the 
first-ever graffiti audit 
was released earlier this 
year. 

It resulted in a 19-year- 
old being charged with 
176 counts of graffiti-re¬ 
lated mischief. 


City graffiti 

^ In the 2010 graffiti audit, it 
was discovered that lO 
taggers were responsible 
for nearly half the graffiti 
in the top 20 neighbour¬ 
hoods affected by vandal¬ 
ism. 

► There were 3,395 incidents 
of graffiti reported in 2010, 
and 2,574 so far this year. 

^ To date for 2011 , city 
bylaw officers have had a 
99.5 per cent compliance 
rate with respect to graffiti 
vandalism removal.

O Conservatives say their bill is 
effective and affordable, at a cost 
of $78.5M over five years 


One expert after another 
is warning the federal gov¬ 
ernment that its massive 
crime bill will do more 
harm than good, costing 
taxpayers dearly for a 
punitive system that will 
only serve to make the 
streets more dangerous. 

But Conservative MPs 
are questioning the credi¬ 
bility of those experts, sug¬ 
gesting they are 
advocating for criminals. 

“We believe the 
substance of this 
legislation both to be self- 
defeating and counterpro¬ 
ductive, if the goal is to 
enhance public safety,” Er¬ 
ic Gottardi, vice-chair of 
the Canadian Bar Associa¬ 
tion’s national criminal 
justice section, said yester¬ 
day.

Massive package 

► The omnibus bill merges 
nine previous pieces of 
legislation, and adds new 
elements, tying them into 
a massive package that 
critics say is an 
“incoherent” attempt to 
crack down on dangerous 
criminals. 

► The measures aim to 
toughen penalties for drug 
traffickers, child-sex crimes 
and violent young offend¬ 
ers.

Hard times for young families 


A Canadian research insti¬ 
tute says baby boomers are 
retiring as the wealthiest 
generation in histoiy while 
couples with young chil¬ 
dren are stuck in an eco¬ 
nomic squeeze. 

The Human Early Learn¬ 


ing Partnership at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia 
released a report calling on 
federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments to spend $22 bil¬ 
lion on social programs to 
fix a declining standard of 
living for young families. 


Public policy professor 
Paul Kershaw, a self-pro¬ 
fessed crusader for families, 
released the findings in 
Saskatoon with colleagues 
from the University of 
Saskatchewan.

Accounting for in¬ 
flation, young 
couples are bringing in

Kershaw’s report 
blames skyrocket¬ 
ing housing prices and 
expensive daycare. It 
said the average hous¬ 
ing price in Canada has 
jumped 76 per cent 
since 1976. 

Kershaw said 
parental leave 
should be increased to 


18 months from 12, es¬ 
pecially to give dads 
more time at home 
with their children. 
The report 
recommends in¬ 
suring 80 per cent of 
parental income — up 
to $60,000 a year — 
double the existing 
benefit.

Nova Scotia Nominee Program, 
Economic Stream Refund 


If you paid fees to the Economic Stream of the Nova Scotia 
Nominee Program, you might be able to get some money back 
from the Province of Nova Scotia. Read this to find out more. 

What is this about? 

A lawsuit was started against the Province of Nova Scotia in 2009. 
The goal was to get a refund for people who applied for and paid 
fees into the former Economic Stream of the Nova Scotia 
Nominee Program. The Supreme Court of Nova Scotia has now 
certified that lawsuit as a class action. Your legal rights may be 
affected. The lawyers for both sides have made a deal that would 
give a refund to ehgible people. The Supreme Court of Nova 
Scotia approved the settlement as fair and reasonable. 

Am I included? 

You are if you (1) paid money to Nova Scotia under the 
Economic Stream of the Nova Scotia Nominee Program, 

(2) landed and obtained permanent resident status in Canada, and 

(3) did not already get a refund. As long as you told the truth in 
your application and immigration filings, you should be eligible 
for a refund. 


What does this mean for me? 

If you are a Class Member, your legal rights are affected. You will 
benefit from any settlement, but you must give up your right to 
sue the Government of Nova Scotia on your own. 

How much will I get? 

If you were not paid anything under a business mentorship, you 
will get $63,750 back if your claim is approved ($75,000 less an 
approved 15% fee of $11,250). If you were paid under a business 
mentorship, the amount you were paid will be deducted from 
$75,000.The 15% fee will be taken from the net amount. 

Do I have to pay anything out of my own pocket? 

No. The lawyers' fees have already been accounted for in the 
amount set out above. You will not be billed. The Supreme Court 
approved the lawyers’ fee as fair and reasonable 

How do I get my money? 

You have to fill in a Claim Form. A copy of the Claim Form 
can be found at http://uww.branchmacmaster.com/nova-scotia- 
immigration/. You must mail, fax, or email in the form by 

May 4, 2012. 

What if I do not want to take part? 

If you do not want to take part, you have to opt out. If you 
opt out, you win not get any benefit from the settlement. 
You win have to sue the Government of Nova Scotia on 
your own if you wish to recover anything. To opt out, go to 
http://WWW.branchmacmaster.com/nova-scotia-immigration/, download 
the opt out form, and submit it to the address listed. If you want 
to opt out, you must do so before Jan. 5 2012. 

What if too many people opt out? 

If more than 50 people opt out, the Province has the right to 
cancel the settlement. Neither the Province nor the lawyer for the 
class expect this to occur however.

Kelly was the heroic 
D’Artagnan in the 1948 ver¬ 
sion of the Alexandre Du¬ 
mas stoiy, while Sheen was 
— unsurprisingly — the ar¬ 
rogant womanizer Aramis 
in 1993. 

The swashbuckling ex¬ 
ploits of D’Artagnan and his 
three friends first appeared 
in print in 1844. Sixty years 
later a French film detailed 
their exploits for the first 
time. Since then they have 
swashbuckled though an 
all-girl version called Barbie 
and the Three Musketeers, 
an old west adaptation star¬ 
ring John Wa 5 me and bow 
wowed in an all canine edi¬ 
tion called Dogtanian and 
the Three Muskethounds. 

This weekend the all- 
new Three Musketeers 
brings their swashbuckling 


style to the big screen for 
the 30th time in the last 
centuiy. 

The Gene Kelly Three 
Musketeers is probably the 
most accurate adaptation 
from page to stage, but the 
most entertaining — and 
star studded — has to be 
The Three Musketeers: The 
Queen’s Diamonds. 

The 1973-era movie is 
bawdy, outrageous and ac¬ 
tion packed, with lavish set 
design and an even more 
lavish cast, including 
Michael York, Oliver Reed, 


Charlton Heston, Christo¬ 
pher Lee, Raquel Welch and 
Faye Dunaway. 

Highlights include a 
chess game played with 
trained dogs and monkeys 
and some of the best sword 
fighting this side of an Errol 
Fl 5 mn movie.

Occasionally the Muske¬ 
teers have appeared as sup¬ 
porting characters. 

In 1998’s The Man in the 
Iron Mask, the aging 
D’Artagnan and his posse — 
played by Gabriel Byrne, Je¬

Solo 

O Travelling alone offers a unique 
perspective for women O But common 
sense and safety are important 



For women, solo travel can 
be an eye-opening experi¬ 
ence. People will invite 
you to an activity, or offer 
tips on a hidden gem not 
listed in the guidebook. 

But it can also carry 
some risks. 

“1 find that if 1 am trav¬ 
elling alone, it is much eas¬ 
ier to meet the locals,” said 
Betty Thesky, 46, a flight 
attendant who has been to 
more than 30 countries, 
and whose first solo trip 
was to Jordan and Israel. 

Thesky says that “you 


are more approachable 
when you are by yourself, 
and people assume that if 
you’re alone, you would 
appreciate company.” 

Angie Orth, 29, who left 
her job as a New York pub¬ 
lic relations executive to 
travel the world for a year, 
said travelling solo allows 
her to be selfish with her 
time, money and itineraiy. 

“You can do whatever 
you want. If you want to sit 
in a cafe and drink coffee 
and be on Facebook all 
day, you can.” 


Meeting others 

Thesky said she finds 
there’s an unwritten rule 
among solo travellers 
that asking another trav¬ 
eller to dinner or drinks 
in a new country does not 
automatically constitute 
a date. 

“Once you start to real¬ 


ize how Mendly people 
can be, it gets much easi¬ 
er to approach them,” 
Thesky said. 

Elinor Warkentin, 52, 
of Vancouver, 
recommends that female 
solo travellers consider 
joining an organization 
like Women Welcome 
Women World Wide. 


The group connects fe¬ 
male travellers with 
women living in the 
country they are visiting. 

Warkentin has met or 
stayed with more than 
100 women this way, 
and is often met 
at airports and train 
stations by other group 
members. 


Safety First 

One of the downsides of 
being alone is that you 
can’t trust eveiyone you 
meet. 

“You just have to be a 
little more careful when 
you’re on your own,” says 
Orth. Orth, who is single, 
says she tells people that 
she’s in a relationship as a 
way to set a clear 
boundary from the start. 

Safety is also an impor¬ 
tant consideration for 
Warkentin. 

After being robbed of 
her camera at knifepoint 
while travelling alone in 
Chile in 1992, she 
downsized her camera and 
routinely uses windows or 
other reflective surfaces to 
see who’s behind her. 

She also always maps 
out in advance how to 
reach her first hotel upon 
arrival in a new country, 
and leaves expensive jew¬ 
elry at home while tr 3 dng 
to blend in to the local cul¬ 
ture. 

She recommends a bus 
tour the first day in a new 
place too, as a way to get 
oriented.

Are you 

dreaming of 
becoming the 
next senior ex¬ 
ecutive of your 
company? Are 
those dreams 
based on assurances of 
more money, seniority and 
status? If so then read on as 
this is the stoiy of one em¬ 
ployee who recently 
learned that emplo 5 mient 
promises must clearly be 
put into writing, otherwise 
it is as if they were never 
made at all. 

Thomas McNeely was a 
“big deal” employee work¬ 
ing as a senior executive for 
a weight loss company. 
Herbal Magic, when a 
group of investors came to¬ 
gether in a bid to purchase 
the company McNeely, a so¬ 
phisticated business per¬ 


son, was actively involved 
in the negotiations leading 
to the acquisition of the 
company and maintained 
his interest in becoming its 
next president and CEO. 
However, he was reluctant 
to invest his own money in 
the deal. 

To persuade him to put 
up his own capital, Mc¬ 
Neely was assured by the 
other investors that he 
would be a long-term senior 
employee of the new com¬ 
pany and a member of its 
board of directors. Howev¬ 
er, this was not put into 
writing. Instead, McNeely 
negotiated an emplo 3 mient 
contract containing an “en¬ 
tire agreement” clause, 
which is a contractual term 
prohibiting parties to the 
contract from rel 5 dng on 
any oral promises not writ¬ 
ten into the contract itself. 

After the acquisition, Mc¬ 
Neely was named president 
and CEO, but only for seven 
months, until he was fired 
and removed from the 
board of directors. Since 
McNeely was unable to 
withdraw his financial in¬ 


vestment in the company, 
he sued, claiming that the 
promises made to him con¬ 
stituted an agreement apart 
from the contract he 
signed. 

At a recent court hear¬ 
ing, the judge concluded 
that the clause in McNeely’s 
contract prevented him 
from rel 3 dng on any promis¬ 
es or agreements not con¬ 
tained within the contract, 
despite the fact that the de¬ 
fendant did not deny mak¬ 
ing those statements. 
Accordingly, McNeely was 
out of luck. 

This decision highlights 
a critical mistake that too 
many employees continue 
to make. They form deci¬ 
sions based on promises 
that are not reflected in 
the documents they are 
later asked to sign. To 
avoid this scenario, do not 
blindly sign emplo 3 mient 
contracts without first hav¬ 
ing them reviewed and 
never be reluctant to rene¬ 
gotiate terms.

My efforts and strategies 
varied, but the response re¬ 
mained the same: silence. 
The lack of response was 
something I attributed to 
geographical distance. Up¬ 
on arriving to Toronto, I in¬ 
tensified my search with a 
broadening focus on creat¬ 
ing an online and personal 
presence. I made daily 
phone calls with detailed 
messages, sent hard copies 
of my resume, provided 
links to my projects and 
networked. 

The most irritating as¬ 
pect of the career search is 
not rejection, but a sheer 
lack of response. A silent 
fmstration settles, because 
my efforts have not met 
with the validation of a yes 
or no. My exasperation over 


simply hearing back over¬ 
shadows the job hunt. 

Record high unemploy¬ 
ment for recent graduates 
has created desperation and 
a scramble for the few en¬ 
try-level offerings available. 
Employers are inundated 
with hundreds of resumes 
that leave them incapable 
of giving each applicant ad¬ 
equate attention. 

Employers should re¬ 
ward our efforts with their 
time. There is an under¬ 
standable gap in the ratio of 
applications and responses. 
It’s easy to screen resumes 
for key words and to rely on 
technology to select appro¬ 
priate applicants and, espe¬ 
cially in entiy-level 
positions, far too conven¬ 
ient to select those who 
simply know the right peo¬ 
ple. If you notice someone 
making the effort to con¬ 
tact you personally, consid¬ 
er their enthusiasm and 
dedication as a skill that 
will translate well in your 
company and an effort that 
should at least merit a con¬ 
versation. Give them advice 
and take the time to listen.

Let’s get one thing straight: 
the Nissan Leaf electric car 
is a fine piece of engineer¬ 
ing. 

It achieves the objectives 
its planners set out for it, 
and functions veiy well as 
an automobile. 

Canadian customers can 
go online and reserve their 
Leaf now, starting at 
$38,395, with first deliver¬ 
ies scheduled for later this 
fall. 

The larger question is: 
does the Leaf — does any 
pure electric car — make 
any sense? 

Or is the entire Leaf pro¬ 
gram a multi-billion dollar 
public relations exercise in¬ 
stituted by Nissan to count¬ 
er the fact that arch-rival 
Toyota has captured the 
high ground on hybrids, 
whose practicality is at least 
as equally dubious? 

The Leaf is built on what 
Nissan calls a dedicated 
platform, shared with other 
electric cars from the Nis- 
san-Renault Alliance, al¬ 
though I’ll bet you’d find 
similarities in some chassis 
and suspension compo¬ 
nents to other front-wheel 
drive Nissan compacts. 

Leaf is officially classified 
as a mid-size car, having to¬ 
tal interior space roughly 
equivalent to Nissan’s Alti- 
ma. It seats four comfort¬ 
ably, five in somewhat of a 
pinch. 

Power to the AC s 5 mchro- 
nous electric motor comes 
from a Lithium-Ion batteiy 
pack consisting of 48 four¬ 
cell modules nestled under 
the floor where it takes lit¬ 
tle space away from passen¬ 
gers and cargo.

If you choose the ECO 
mode, acceleration is con¬ 
siderably more leisurely;

Nissan says Leaf is good 
for about 160 kilometres of 
normal driving. Lights, 
wipers, A/C, etc., will affect 
this; hard acceleration and 
high speeds dramatically 
so. A multi-screen display 
gives you the distances pos¬ 
sible in either normal or 
ECO mode. It even draws 
concentric circles on the 
standard SatNav map to 
give you a clear indication 
of where you are and where 
you can get to.

Electric motors are a lot 
quieter than internal com¬ 
bustion engines.

hit the gas, and off you go. 

A substantial portion of 
Leaf’s braking effect is 
achieved by electric resist¬ 
ance as opposed to friction 
— the regenerative brakes 
convert kinetic energy back 
into electricity to re-charge 
the batteiy. 

These are standard fare 
in electrics and hybrids; the 
trick usually is massaging 
brake feel as the system 
transitions from “regen” to 


firiction and back again. 
Leaf does this as well — 
probably better — than any 
other such system I have 
tried. As I said at the start, 
the Leaf functions veiy well 
as a car. It fulfills Nissan’s 
promise that it drives like a 
real car, not a fancy golf 
cart. It also is veiy relaxing 
to drive.

Peering through a wind¬ 
shield no bigger than a 
crawl space while pinned 
into what feels like a baby 
seat, the world appears to 
flash by from behind the 
wheel of a Sprint Cup car. 

Viewed trackside, it 
looks more like rush-hour 
traffic putzing along a high¬ 
way 

Then you realize you 
were the slowest of your 
group and that it was proba¬ 
bly closer to the speed of a 
horse-drawn carriage than 
Jimmie Johnson. 

Sadly, that’s what hap¬ 
pened during a recent 
eight-lap run with the 
Richard Petty Driving Expe¬ 
rience at Phoenix Interna¬ 
tional Raceway. 

Given a chance to test 
out the new surface at PIR’s 
1-mile oval, I failed. 

Miserably. 

I’ve topped 115 miles per 
hour on the open highway, 
plowed through blizzards 
with one-foot drifts, 
whipped through round¬ 
abouts in Paris with ease. 

Get behind the wheel of 
Sprint Gup car, one of the 
most powerful cars in the 
world, one that some might 
give up an organ for a 
chance to drive, and I put¬ 
ter around like one of those 
brake-heavy snowbirds who 
travel down firom the north 
to All Arizona’s roads eveiy 
winter. 


The biggest reason: driv¬ 
ing one of these beasts is 
disorienting. 

It may look easy watch¬ 
ing Johnson, Jeff Gordon 
and Dale Earnhardt Jr. race 
around in circles on TV, but 
nothing about being be¬ 
hind the wheel of a Sprint 
Cup car is comfortable. 

It starts with the Are suit. 

Besides making you look 
drop-dead sexy, they’re un¬ 
comfortable, sweat lodge 
hot and not exactly form 
fitting. Maybe I got one that 
was too small, but I felt like 
someone had hiked me up 
from behind and was cany- 
ing me around by the seat 
of my pants. 

After that, you put on a 
moon-sized helmet that 
tests your neck strength, 
then get strapped into the 
HANS device, which gives

you sort of a Star Wars look, 
not to mention making it 
hard to turn your head. The 
full-body turn to look at 
someone becomes a must. 

Any racing fan knows 
that the doors don’t open 
on Sprint Cup cars, but they 
may not know that climb¬ 
ing through that window 
with a giant bulb on your 
head feels like that time 
you locked your keys in the 
house and got stuck in the 
dog door. 

The driver’s compart¬ 
ment looks as if someone 


randomly welded a bunch 
of metal together and has 
the claustrophobic feel of a 
being shoved into a foot 
locker. It feels even tighter 
when they attach the steer¬ 
ing wheel, which, in itself, 
takes a little getting used to 
— as in, is that thing going 
to stay attached? 

The windshield is small¬ 
er than you’d expect and 
the rearview mirror is dis¬ 
torted, like something 
you’d imagine Benjamin 
Franklin used while shav¬ 
ing. 

The waiver form didn’t 
help, either. Filled with 
legalese and about 50 
places to initial and sign, 
it’s much easier to just 
scribble your signature 
quickly across the pages 
without reading the fine 
print. 



You’re driving a race car, 
so pretty much flgure it 
says “You may get maimed 
or killed and we’re not re¬ 
sponsible.” 

Once you get going, the 
concentration level gets 
ratcheted up exponentially. 

There’s no Addling with 
the radio or texting while 
driving one of these. From 
the moment you hear the 
roar of the engine and feel

blacked out. 

As they said in the safety 
and instruction meeting be¬ 
fore the session, the key to 
driving in the Richard Petty 
Driving Experience is all 
about three things: distance 
— three car lengths — driv¬ 
ing line and speed. 

For me, it was fail, fail, 
fail. 

The lead cars have a 
green light on the right 
telling you when to speed 
up and a yellow on the left 
when you get too close. 

My problem was getting 
past the feeling that the car 
was going to slide off the 
track. 

Overall, driving a Sprint 
Cup car is certainly an eye¬ 
opening experience, one 
that provides a greater ap¬ 
preciation for what the big 
boys do with those monster 
machines. 

OK, so this is coming 
from the perspective of 
someone who drives a boxy 
SUV, but I can at least say 
it’s nothing like driving on 
the freeway.
